EATON NOT GUILTY 


WISCONSIN SENATOR ACQUIT- 


TED OF BRIBERY CHARGE. 


Pasltloa from "Which Solon Came Near 


Being Ousted Is His TCitaaut 


Dispute—Doings of the 


LtjUlature.

Madisoa. Wi*. March 17.—Senator 


Barney A. Eaton has taken his teat la 
the senate, aad bis acquittal oa the 
charge of having accepted- a bribe in 
connection with the barbers' bill of two 
years ago'hu brought him Into ihegoo.1 
graces of his fellow legislators. 
The 


verdict of the Milwaukee Jury has been 
tiken by the senators as aa expression 
cf the belief la tie unstaiced character 
cf Senator Eaton, and no protest has 
been as yet recorded against Eaton oc- 
cupying hij seat. Eaton came to this 
city early In the session and made a 
statement of his rase before a commit- 
tee. The members of the body advlstd 
htm to return to Milwaukee and demand 
trial, whereupon the senator went back. 
Not being able to get immediate prv- 
ceedings, he made hU appearance In 
Madison some time later, but Ms fellow 
secators. stating the case plainly, tolJ 
him that it any attempt was made by 
him to occupy hii feat it would result la 
action which would tcaircarily oust him 
from the body. Sweater Eaton was wise 
and returned to Milwaukee again to de- 
mand trial. Thi* time he was met by 
success, and after some weeks of argu- 
ments acd p!eas he has been cleared of 
the charge of accepting a $100 bribe, an 
action which places him la a position to 
occupy his seat In the Wisconsin tea- 
ate. Since the indictment of the senator 
there have/-bpea many rumors and re- 
ports of possible impeachment proceed- 
ings. Some of the senators are cot op- 
timistic regarding Senator Eaton's fu 
ture In the upper house. Several of the 
solans declare that the body zcay Insist 
open theremainingcouctsbeingcleared 
away before the legislature can allow 
Eatoa to permanently occupy his teat. 
The Jury la tho-case was out four hours, 
and when tte members came la and an- 
cpanctd that the agreement hid been 
reached on oae of the Indictments It was 
declared by legal tights that the sen- 
ator would never te tried on the remain- 
ing counts. 


Largest Budget During Session. 
The joitt committee on claims last 


wetk sent cat the largest budget of ap- 
propriations that It has passed cpor. 
thus far during the cession. The bill 
gives the . Milwaukee normal school 
I!I3,«X» for new buildings and Improve- 
ments; Platteville. J11S.OOO; LaCrosse. 
JSO.WO; Whitewater, |T,000. The recom 
mendations of the committee were de- 
termined upon after many hearings and 
a careful Investigation of the ceeds of 
the several Institutions. Thellatteville 
school was given an appropriation of 
$15,000 two years ago as an Improve- 
ment fund, but this sum was never ap- 
plied, as It was ascertained that tte 
scheme of repairing was Impracticable. 
The appropriation for the Milwaukee 
school meets the demand for necessary 
Improvements, and the JJO.COOfor La 
Crosse Is to begin the establishment of 
a new normal at that point, thr appro- 
priation being made to purchase a site.

Th; measure provides that ap- 
oathe written remonstrance of a major- 
ty of electors of any ward, district or di- 
vision of any city, town or village, a li- 
cense shall not be Issued for the tale of 
nt01 Seating liquors within tuch ward.

La Follttt* Bills Go Through. 
The assembly has been treatlrg thi 


measures advocated by Gov. La Follett* 
la a very courteous manner of late, and 
the passage of the bills providing for the 
rrcill of the aldermea oa a vote by their 
constituents acd prohibiting paid legU- 
titlve lobbyists using their Influence 
among the member* of the legislature, 
attest to th'j fact In a most significant 
maccer. The latter bills allow the lob- 
byists to work in open committee mett- 
zgs. or at meetings of the legislature. 
At all other sessions they are barred. 
Both these bill* were recommended by 
the governor and are termed "adminis- 
tration bills." 


Cigarette Bill ia Danger. 


The assembly last week killed a bill 


prohibiting the exhibition of «cites or 
humaa monstrosities In the state. An 
error was made in last week's report 
concerning the anti-cigarette bilL It 
was stated that the bill had become a 
law. This U Iccurrt-ct. The measure 
was advanced to the third reading and. 
upon motion of the senate, where the bill 
Is pending, it was laid over for a week. 
The easy passage of the bill in the as- 
sembly inspired confidence In the hearts 
of Its supporters, but the actioa of the 
upper house la giving Its friends cause 
for fear. 


Duna Ballot Farored. 


The Dunn pocket ballot, suggested as 


a remedy for the "blanket" ballot, was 
received favorably In the seriate. The 
committee on primary elections which 
has been Investigating the evil connect- 
ed with the present ijtten reported in 
favor of the adoption cf the toggestion. 
The committee asserts that complaints 
harebeea corning from all directions 
concerning tbe flaws of the methods 
now In use, acd that these should be at- 
tended to. At the tessioa at which the 
matter was taken up a parliamettary 
Jangle took place concerning the paten- 
tee of the tysiem and, after masy 
speeches for and against the measure. It 
was sent back to the committee. 


To Return Alabama Flag. 


As a reply to tte request of the gover- 


nor of Alabama, who has asked that tbe 
Wisconsin assembly return the battle 
flag captnrrd by the Fifteenth Wiscon- 
sin regiment at I»!and No. 19, April 7, 
I SCI. Mr. Norcrosa, department com- 
mander of Ite Grand Amy, Introduced 
a Joint resolution providing for Its re- 
lurn. The committee on military affairs, 
after Its session, reported la favor of the 
adoption of the resolution aad return ol 
the confederate banner. The house acd 
senate have acceded to the requett. and 
tte emblem will be givea back to its

Tte assembly Judiciary ' committee

Hearings have l>eeo 
concluded on the measures, and now tte 
energies of the committee are devoted to 
sifting the good front tte bad and report 
tte results to the assembly.

Wculd Meet Every Year. 


Mr. Curt In. of Calumet, believes ttat

he has Introduced a Joint resolution 
providing for an amendment to the con- 
stitution providing for annual sessions 
of the legislature. Mr. Car tin declares 
that under the proposed system business 
zcen might be able to attend, as the ses- 
tlons would be shorter.

Elks Sim and Bentw Tacit 


Wonderful M.-ans of Protec- 


tl3a and Defense. 


How micy persons. amonsth«ma=y 


thousands that anccallr visit our zo- 
slojical parks, realize, as they pause to 
admire the noble bocks of the deer fan- 
ly— particularly the wapiti, or Amer- 
ican elk— that their branching antleri 
are cast off annually and renewed well 
hardened within th« short period of 
seven deaths? 


Before describing the manner la 
hlch elk shed their antlers, cays a 


writer in St. NUholas. I should like to 
explain the d iff ere n^e bet ween "act Ier»~ 
and "horns." AH the members of the 
deer family— the moose, cari'jou. elk ( la 
Europe the animal rrhkh we call moose 
U kcowa as elk), ana smaller <l<?er— 
possess astlers. while the arpendagei 
on the heads of goats, sheep, cattle and 
the tike are known as horns, and. with 
one exception— the. American antelope. 
or pronshorn— are retained by their 
owners throusbout life. 


Elk shed their antler* about the first 


of February, though raceh depends npos 
the locality, acd upon the age aaj 
health of the animal. It oftin happen* 
that one antler has been carried several 
days after the other has been dropped. 
The new antlers push OS the old ones, 
and when the appear they resemble 
scars on the animal's forehead, but sooa 
take the form of two black veltet but- 
tons about the tlze of t liver dollars. 
As they continue to grow, they gain in 
length oaly, aad by the first of July 
they have attained their full sUe. If, 
you could examine them. now. you would 
find them soft, rather flexible, nourished 
by blood, and Incased In a thick, tonsa 
skin covered with velvety fur. 
Ta 


aatlers are now "in the velvet," as t!i-: 
hunters term it, a most critical period 
for the owner, who teems to realize It. 
for he U careful to avoid contact with 
anything liable to Injure them. €hould 
an accident happen and the skin get 
broken or the antler disfigured. It 
might result 'la the elk's ble/edics-to 
death, or in his carrying a deformed 
antler nntil the followics February, 
Through a process of nature tte blooO 
vessels that have fed the antlers are shut 
o3 about the middle of July, and then 
they brgin to harden. A few weeks tat 
er the elk may be seen rubbing them 
acainst trees or thrashias ttea 
about In the brush while endeavoring 
to rid them of the velvet, acd In af»« 
days It haa;s la shreds and eoon dij 
appears entirely. The elk Is now lord 
of the forest, aad U ready to 
with hii rivals or enemies.

While many of 
these maladies may be contracted by 
persons older than 1* years, yet they are 
ksax a a* diseases of childhood, acd the 
liule ones are not octj more susceptible 
to them but seem to succumb more readi- 
ly thin their elders.

eahinces the liability of ;^e thild to an 
attack from some "fatchicg" disease. 
Thus a <Jvse=l,Ty, diarrhea, worms, 
measles, chicken pox, or any hostile af 
fmloa which, produces emaciation or a 
depressed cervous condition, will di- 
minish a child's chances of fighting off 
diphtheria, or whoopics cough, or 
typhoid fever.
